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SUFFERS A GREAT LOSS. 


St. Peter** Catholic Church and Pariah 


Beiidenoe Completely Deatroyed by 


Fire.—Other DisMtert. 


Not In a number of years has Stev- 


ens Point suffered so great a loss by 
fire as that of last Sundaygafternoon, 
at which time St. Jfeter's Polish 
Catholic church and parish residence, 
located at the corner of Second street 
and Fourth avenue, North Side, were 
completely destroyed by fire. The 
usual Sunday afternoon service was 
concluded shortly after 3:30 o'clock, 
and thereafter those present wended 
their way homeward, while 
the 


janitor locked the outer doors and 
went his way. It was after 4 o'clock 
when the Sisters connected with the 
school started into the church through 
the vestry for the purpose of remov- 
ing some of the altar decorations, and 
as they entered the vestry were 
horrifled to see smoke and fire coming 
up through the floor. Securing pails 
of water, they threw the contents 
upon the blaze, and supposing they 
had it put out, went into Father 
Zielinski's house for the purpose of 
informing him what had transpired. 
Ee turn ing at once great was the sur- 
prise of both priest and sisters to find 
that the fire had broken out anew, 
and in several places. 
Messengers 


were sent in post haste to give the 
alarm, but by this time smoke was 
pouring out in great volumes through 
the two belfry towers, nearly a hun- 
dred teet from the ground. 
The 


department responded at once, No. 1, 
only a few blocks away, arriving first, 
and in a short time five streams of 
water were directed toward the now 
rapidly burning building. There was 
a slight breeze from the west, and 
this had the effect to fan the blaze 
into great leaping, lashing demons, 
and much of the attention of the 
department had to be directed toward 
saving adjacent property. 
The tow- 


ers, which were built very strongly, 
heavy braces and timbers having been 
put in this season, burned slowly, 
retarding the work of the firemen 
and endangering property and life. 
It was nearly an hour after the fire 
started before they fell. * Each tower 
contained a bell, the combined weight 
of which was over 3,000 pounds, and 
when these went down they caused 
some excitement among the watching 
thousands of spectators. 
~ 


In the meantime the side and rear 


walls had fallen in, and the priest's 
residence, which stood less than a 
dozen feet to the east, had caught 
fire and been destroyed or rendered 
practically worthless. The statues, 
mass and communion service, altar 
decorations, banners, etc., had been 
removed from the church, but much 
of the furniture in the parish house 
was destroyed. To the west is the 
Sisters' house, and although the roof 
and window casings took fire several 
times, owing to good work on the 
part of the firemen it was saved with 
but slight damage, which loss is cov- 
ered by insurance. 


The buildings were all brick veneer- 


ed structures, the kind that are im- 
possible to save when fire gets well 
started therein. The church was the 
largest in the city, capable of holding 
at least 1,500 people. 
Its corner 


atone was laid in the summer of 1876/ 
and for a number of years the wooden 
frame stood before the brick outer 
walls wera, put up. 
Improvements 


had been made on both the interior 
and exterior from time to time, and 
the church "as it stood represented an 
immense outlay. 
The parish house 


was built in 1885. 
The total loss is 


estimated at no less than $25,000, 
and the total insurance was only 
$11,800, divided as follows :

The cause of the Ore is .unknown, 


but that it either originated from a 
defective chimney, into which flues 
from large stoves extended, or from 
the dropping of a coal from the cen- 
ser, after the server left it in the 
sacristy, is unquestionable. 
The for- 


mer theory is thought the most prob- 
able from the rapidity with which 
the flre spread and the fact that the 
blaze and smoke came out through 
.the towers and other parts of the 
structure at the same time. Rumors 
of incendiarism seem to have been 
started without the least foundation, 
and under all surrounding circum- 
stances can be given no credence. 


The loss is a most serious one to 


the congregation, which consists of 
about three thousand persons, many 
of whom are in poor circumstances 
themselves, but after the adjustment 
of the loss, work upon a new church 
will no doubt soon follow. 
In the 


meantime It has not as yet been 
decided where services will "be held, 
but some arrangements may be made 
with Father Bice at St. Stephen's 
church. 


The rumor that powder and shot 


were found beneath a statue, is denied 
by the man who removed the statue 
from the burning building. 
A quan 


tity of shot had beep placed in the 
statue to evenly balance Its weight, 
and this led to the false report. 


CUAS. SIMPSON'S RESIDENCE. 


The first alarm of the daji came 


from the 6th ward, where the resi- 
dence of Engineer Cbas. Simpson, 246 
Patch street, was found on flre. The 
blaze had started in an upper room, 
and was caused by an over-heated 
nimble, which passed through the 
Joor. Both companies responded to 
;he alarm, No. 2 arriving first, and 
the fire, whieh was confined to one 
room for a time, spread over the floor 
to the bay window, thence under the 
roof, making the blaze a difficult one 
to locate and it was put out after 
about half an hour's hard work. 
The 


greatest damage resulted from 
the 


water thrown, being to the walls and 
plastering, but will not be over $250. 
The property was insured in Bucking- 
bam & Engherry's agency for $850. 


C. H. WOLLENSCHLAGER'S HOUSE. 
The one story brick venered resi- 


dence at 1303 Clark street, owned and 
occupied by Chas, H. Wollenechlager 
and family, was destroyed by fire yes- 
terday morning, and it was almost a 
miracle that no lives were lost in the 
conflagration. 
Mrs. Wollenschlager 


was awakened about 2:30 o'clock by 
the smell of smoke, and 
instantly 


realizing that the house was burning, 
she called her husband. 
The latter 


ran to the sitting room, from where 


could hear the roaring fire in the 


kitchen part or east wing of the house 
and could also see smoke coming into 
-he room, between the door and casing. 
Three of his four small children were 
asleep in a bedroom adjoining the 
kitchen and Charley lost no time in 
getting them out, carrying two of the 
yoys in his arms and other followed. 
The baby was rescued by Mrs. Wollen- 
schlager. After getting the children 
out, Mr. W. endeavored to save part 
of the furniture, but the only article 
of any value he got out was a lounge, 
and this was broken by falling from a 
window. 
Every article of wearing 


apparel except what was worn by them 
>he day before, went up in smoke, the 
lead of the family ^raring nothing 
left but a suit of,working clothes. 


The flre evidently started on the 


north side of the kitchen, and the 
most plausible explanation of its ori- 
gin is that a box of parlor matches 
n a cupboard were ignited by mice. 


The house was worth about $450, 


on which there was an insurance of 
5300 In Buckingham i& Engberry's 
agency. The value of furniture, wear- 
ng apparel, etc., is placed by Mr. 
Wollenschlager at $359^ 
with 
an 


nsurance of $200 in the same agency." 
The policy was with the Hartford Ins. 
Co. 
A new building will be com-

These debts will have to b«T 
paid in products, and anything that 
will raise the value of them will, I 
believe, benefit all classes. If we can 
double the price of a sliver rupee we 
have doubled the price of the wheat 
that comes Into competition with our 
wheat, and therefore double our wheat 
as to Its debt paying capacity. The 
same argument holds good of the sil- 
ver peso of the Latin-American coun- 
tries and the price of our meats and 
live stock. It holds good.too, In the silver 
ruble and the price of oil. It holds 
good In many ways too numerous to 
mention. 


"Instead of foreigners puchaslng the 


product of our silver mines at the rate 
of 70 cents per ounce, and with this 
silver buying produce, some of which 
comes in direct competition with our 
productions, from South America and 
the orient, they would have to pay at 
the rate of $1.29 per ounce. 


"As to repudiation, why, we have 


practically repudiated already, if bank- 
ruptcy moans 
failure to pay debts. 


Did you ever think of what an awful 
debt America owes today? Nineteen 
thousand 
millions of mortgaged In- 


debtedness. All the gold and silver In 
the world would not pay one-third 
of this single Item of mortgage in- 
debtedness, and 
under 
our present 


arrangement of things the awful dis- 
proportion between the ability to pro- 
duce and the power of money to ac- 
cumulate interest makes the breach 
between this country 
and solvency 


grow wider every year. Prices go down, 
money going up. Interest eating, eat- 
ing all th* time. How can It ever be 
paid? The free coinage of silver I do 
not bellave to be a panacea for all 
our evils, but I do believe It a step 
in the right direction and for the best 
Interest of the American people "

properly luy clulm to having been the orig- 
inal bloomer girl, for the nether gurment 
worn by her today is of the same design as 
that worn by her ancestors of a thousand 
yeurs ugo. 


The summer garment of tho Laplander 


is usually of coarse woolen goods, and has 
something the cut of a shirt with a high 
collar. Among the sea Lapps It Is for tho 
most part uudyed. Among tho other Lapps 
usually blue, sometimes green or bro^ni, 
and even black gmock frocks have been 
Been. 
' 
' Round the waistbands, along tho seam 
In the back and on the edges this gmock is 
ornamented with strips of red and yel- 
low cloth. Under this garment is a similar 
one, cither plain or figured, worn next to 
th6 body, for the Lapp never wears linen 
underclothing. 


The trousers are of white woolon goods, 


rather narrow nnd reaching to the ankles, 
where they are tied inside the shoes with 
long, slender shoestrings. Over those draw- 
ers uro usually worn leggings of thin, 
tanned skins, reaching from the ankles to 
tho knees. 


Stockings the Lapp never wears. He 


fills tho upper curving tip of his shoes with 
a sort of grass, which is gathered in sum- 
mer and beaten to make it soft and pliable. 
Tho winter costume only differs from that 
worn In summer In that every piece is 
made of reindeer skin with the hair on. 


The dress of tho women differs very 


slightly from that worn by the men. The 
smock is somewhat longer and is made 
without tho big standing collar, instead of 
which a kerchief or cap is worn about the 
neck. To the woven and often silver orna- 
mented girdle hang a knife, scissors, key, 
needle uud thread. The head covering is 
not only different In the two sexes, but 
also differs according to tho locality.—Cin- 
cinnati Enquirer. 


Old New XUiglanders In Nova Scotia. 
Many loyalists, particularly from New 


England, had fled to JJova Scotia before 
the close of the war and settled on the spot 
whore the city of St. John now stands. 
This gave one objective point, ttt any rate, 
to the much larger baud of exiles who at 
the peace were forced to seek new homes at 
short notice, and in a single year the new 
settlements grew to some 13,000 souls. 
Men of all classes flocked there—officer* 
and soldiers, clergymen and lawyers, farm- 
ers, mechanics and merchants. They were 
naturally much above tho average of ordi- 
nary emigrants, both in character, educa- 
tion and intelligence, but all, or nearly all, 
were equally destitute and forced to begin 
the battle of life ufreah. A year later New 
Brunswick wns separated 
from 
Nova 


Scotia, endowed with a council and house 
of assembly, and tho capital moved to tho 
present site at Fredurlcton. 


The -first council included many well 


known Now England names, such as Put- 
nam, Winslow, Allen and Willard. It in- 
cluded also a late judge of tho supreme 
court of New York, another distinguished 
lawyer of that colony, and several officers 
of the loyal regiments. Both tho Now 
York and the Virginia branch of tho 
Robinsons, one of the wealthiest and most 
influential families in colonial America, 
wore hero represented, and to this day are 
conspicuous in upper Canada.—Mncmil- 
lan's Magazine.

The failure of the last uprising, Jn 


1885, so discouraged the leaders who 
had taken part in the wi_r of 1868-78, 
that few of them could believe in the 
possibility of any successful movement 
for many years to come. The Cuban 
people had suffered very severely dur- 
ing the ten-year war, and they were 
poor and disheartened. Had the Span- 
ish government then shown a more 
conciliatory 
disposition, 
introduced 


some reforms into the administration 
of the Island and lightened a little the 
burdens of taxation, a long period of 
peace would have been assured; but in- 
stead of doing so. it showed a deter- 
mination to persist in its policy of op- 
pression and rapine, and even to ag- 
gravate it. The spirit of resistance, 
although not apparent, was by no 
means extinguished, and gradually 
stimulated by repeated acts of oppres- 
sion, began again to assert itself. But 
as there existed no revolutionary or- 
ganization in tbe island, it was difficult 
to ascertain to what extent an attempt 
at revolution would be supported by 
the people at large, and no leader was 
willing to assume the responsibility of 
Inciting to an uprising which might 


them, while their own fate was un- 
known to the others. 


The Spaniards, meanwhile, having at 


their command the mall, telegraph and 
all the means of publicity ..lost no time 
in misrepresenting, in the island and 
abroad, the charau-ter of the outbreak 
and its importance and significance. In 
this they were so successful at first, 
that three mouths after the occurrence, 
in the city of Havana, even Cubans 
interested and closely connected with, 
the movement, were deceived and mis- 
led. 


On April 1st. General Antonio Maceo 


and his brother Jose, landed in Cuba, 
and two weeks later came* Oeneial Max- 
imo Gomez, Jose Marti, and several 
other leaders of less importance. Their 
arrival was most timely and opportune. 
The news of it at once spread all over 
the island, confidence was restored, en- 
thusiasm was awakened, and volun- 
teers from all classes of Cuban so- 
ciety began to join the little army 
of liberty. It was agreed that General 
Antonio Maceo should take command 
of the tioops in the province of Santi- 
ago, with his brother as second in com- 
mand, and General-in-Chief Maximo

After the

at. liberty and sent by his father, a 
Spaniard, to Madrid, where he studied 
law and also tho character of Spanish 
public men, and the social and political 
conditions of the peninsula. 


Finally Maiti thought that the oppor- 


tunity to act had rome and issued an 
order fixing the date on Feb. 21.

Startling reports are 
now being made in regard to the burn- 
ing of the Lodge County courthouse 
and destruction of all records in 1877. 
The fire was laid at th-> door of a de- 
faulting county treasurer, but the then 
district attorney had reason to believe 
that Rainbusch had set flre to the 
building, and he employed Pinkerton 
detectives to work up the matter. They 
tound evidence tending; to prove that 
Rambusch was the guilty man, but it 
was not sufficient to make a case and 
the matter was dropped. 


Jt is impossible to tell just how much 


Raaxbusch's stealings amount to. At 
present they are estimated at $200,000, 
but additional cases arc constantly be- 
ing found, and the figures will no 
doubt be greatly swelled by later de- 
velopments.

WRITING ON THE SKY. 


iiiE D«»Ice Which Promise* to II* 


of Great Utility. 


From the Electrical Review: The vir- 


tues of an electric monogram signal 
have already been referred to in these 
columns. The device is a sort of type- 
writer delivering its mesaage, letter by 
letter, in midair, or at any distant point, 
in gigantic characters of light. The ob- 
servers may be miles away and yet 
read the message witii ease. Thu key- 
board is manipulated exactly as in an 
ordinary typewriter and its function is 
to switch 'n or direct the current 
through a series of distributing wires, 
which are carried in a cable to the mon- 
ogram or display frame. According to 
a predetermined scheme the keys exer- 
cise a selective function, and each one 
switches in the leauins wires only, 
which connect with the members of the 
monogram constituting the letter of tho 
alphabet which that particular key rep- 
resents. «By reference to the monogram 
one may easily tiace any letter of the 
alphabet in form so nearly convention- 
al as to be readily understood. Thus, if 
on the ke> board the A button is pressed 
the lamps of all members, of the mono- 
gram entering into that letter shine out, 
simultaneosly, while all other lamps 
upon the display frame icinain dead. 
And so on for evcrv letter. The ob- 
pei\er has only to follow the letters as 
thev flash out one after another to spell 
out the words of the message. It will 
be seen that this is a sort of visual tele- 
graph, and that it may be made to talk 
in nlmos-t any language spoken by man. 
It ih also serviceable for cipher writing 
according to any prearranged code. Tho 
monogram frame is five feet high by 
three and one-half feet wide and is 
equipped with 16-eandIe power lamps. 
Signals Hashed from this frame are vis- 
able to the naked eye for distances of 
from one to three miles, depending on 
the weather. With a glass the signals 
may l>e easily read 
up to ten miles.

AS TO BIIiVBJi OOUTAOS. 


EDITOK GAZETTK :—As oue who be- 


lieves in restoring silver to the place 
It occupied as standard money in 
1873, irrespective of what other coun- 
tries may do or desire, I ask perm Is 
slon to speak to your readers briefly 
on monetary standards. There are 
those who apparently think we nave 
bimetallism in the United States be- 
cause we use both gold and silver as a 
medium of exchange. This is an error 
that should be corrected. If people 
are to vote intelligently on the money 
question, speakers and writers must 
assist tliccu by telling the truth and 
not befog their triads with 
half 


truths or ruisstatenients. "A coun- 
try Is said to have the single standard 
when it makes money coined of one 
metal only, an exclusive legal tender 
in payment of all debts, public and 
private, and receivable for all taxes, 
and provides for its free coinage at Its 
mints on private account. A country 
Is said to have the bimetallic standard 
when it admits both gold and silver 
to fref. coinage and makes each an 
unlimited 
* 
* 
* 
legal tender 


at a certain relation in value to the 
other." England is a single standard 
country on the gold basis because 
since 1816 its mints have coined no 
silver coins which are by statute un- 
limited legal tender. 


Hy free coinage is tueant that the 


holder of the quantity of bullion re- 
quired by law to be in a standard 
coin may tender it to the mint to- 
gether with the cost of coinage and 
will receive the coin in return. Eng- 
land, Germany, France, the United 
States and a number of other coun- 
tries now give free coinage to gold 
only. The United States prior to 
1873 gave free coinage to both metals. 


In 1873 the United States suspend- 


ed the coinage of silver—that is, the 
silver dollar—and made the gold dol- 
lar tbe unit of value. 


By th6 Bland-Allison act in 1878, 


limited coinage of silver was provided 
for and silver made a tull legal tender. 
The Sherman law simply enlarged the 
amount that might be coined. By 
the repeal of the purchasing clause of 
the Sherman law, the further coinage 
of silver dollars (except from bullion 
already purchased by the government) 
was suspended. 


By law silver dollars are full legal 


tender, but there is no provision for 
coinage, except as stated. 
Hence it 


cannot be said with silver a full legal 
tender that the United States is a 
single standard country. In principle 
it 
is now on a bimetallic stand- 


ard. 
But to say that we have 


all the essentials of bimetallism is to 
make a serious mistake. 
These 


essentials are: 1st, Free coinage of 
both metals. Our law prohibits the 
further coinage of silver. 2d, Both a 
full legal tender. This we have. 3d, 
Option in the debtors to pay in either. 
This wo have in law, but the failure 
of the government to exercise this 
option in the payment of its ol iga- 
tions deprives the people of any bene- 
fit from it. The fact that we make 
silver dollars a full legal tender justi- 
fies the claim that we are, in a limitec 
sense, on a bimetallic standard, but 
the fact that silver coinage under the 
law as it stands now is absolutely 
suspended ; that the monetary de- 
mand for silver has been stopped by 
law ; that the government refuses to 
exercise the option to pay its obliga- 
tions in silver, when it is more con- 
venient for it to do so ; that by law 
the gold dollar is the unit of value • 
these facts justify the statement that 
practically we are a single gold stand- 
ard country and that we are suffering 
whatever ills that may be 
fairly 


charged to such a system. Thu so- 
called silventes are not seeking to 
establish the single silver standard, 
but a bimetallic standard under which 
both metals may be freely coined. 
We advocate this because we believe 
that the two metals make a tettes 
equipoise against commodities than 
one alone. 


It has been objected that the so- 


called double standard is only an 
alternative standard, that mankind 
always in fact makes an exclusive 
standard of the money metal which 
is for the time being tne cheaper of 
the two. Baron Alphonse de lloth- 
schilci testifying before the French 
monetary commission of 1809 said 
"Whether gold or silver dominates 
for the time heiug it is always true 
that the two metals concur together 
in forming the monetary circulation 
of the world, and it is the general 
mass of the two metals combined 
which serves as the measure of me 
value of things. 
In countries \vith 


the double standard the principal eir- 
culation will always be established of 
that metal which is the most abund- 
ant. 
Bullion has but one price for 


the whole world. Conceding that the 
bimetalic standard country parly with 
a portion of her gold, in the process 
;he makes two profits In doing so, 
viz.: The premium on the gold she 
sells while silver is below par, and 
the risp on the silver she buys from 
its depreciated price to par." 
There 


has therefore been no other outcome 
to the bimetalic standard process, 
when continued long enough, than 
that tbe two money metals return to 
an equivalent value with each other 
at some ratio. This theory is con- 
firmed by the fact that Franco, the 
most persistent of bimetalic standard 
countries, lias also been tho. country 
•it all times most abundantly sup- 
plied with the coin of both metals. 
The rock upon which birnctalism ns 
a theory rests, is that the perturba- 
tions in value of a currency depend- 
ing on the productions of two metals 
wiil be less than in a currency de- 
pending upon the production of cither 
singly. 


The gold standard advocates say 


we cannot have a double standard o: 
value any more than we can have two 
yardsticks of different lengths. 
In 


this they're shoot fog In tbe air 
there's DO target. 


The double standard is a luisno 


mer, and no one advocates It. bi- 
uietalisin is the correct term. Dame 
Webster said : "1 am certainly ot the 
opinion that gold and silver, at rates 
fixed by congress, constitute the lega! 
standaid of value in this country, and 
that neither congress nor the state 
has authority to establish or displace 
this standard." The real question at 
issue is: "Can the United States 
maintain a bimetalic standard inde 
pendent of other nations at a ratio of 
1(5 to 1?" To do so it is admitted 
there ruuflt be agreement practically 
between the.legal and commercial 
ratios. The advocates of free coin- 
age believe this will obtain with silver 
admitted to free coinage, kept a 
full legal tender, and the govern- 
ment exercising its option to pay its 
obligations in cither metal, as ex- 
pressed in the Stanley Mathews reso- 
lution, which was adopted by con- 
gress by more than a two-thirds 
vote. 
While we ask the 
Uuitec 


States to take the initiative, we do 
riot expect to stand alone in the effort 
to establish a stable monetary par of 
exchange between gold and silver. 


Russia has determined to adopt 


rnetalie basis, for her money ; that 
basis will be gold-or bimelalic. 
The 


policy adopted by this country will 
doubtless influence the Russian gov- 
ernment. France through her parlia- 
ment has declared in favor of the 
bimetalic principal and Mr. Uaifour, 
speaking for the English government, 
said in the House of Commons: "II 
other countries will establish a stable 
monetary par of exchange between 
gold and silver, we will be prepared to 
reopen the Indian mints to free coin- 
age of silver and to make certain 
other concessions." 
Mr. W. H. Gren- 


fell, president of tbe general council 
of the bimetalic League of England 
says: "I believe that if the system 
were given fair play the United States 
are big enough, rich enough and 
strong enough to maintain tbe par of 
exchange alone and to settle the ratio 
for the world. 
Besides, I believe 


other countries would soon follow her 
example." In this he has the support 
of such men as Arendt and Von 
Kardoff, of Germany. 
And Hon. 


James G. Blaine in congress Feb. 7th, 
1878, said, "Indeed our annual in- 
debttnent to Europe is so great that 
if we have the right to pay in silver 
we necessarily coerce these nations by 
the strongest of all forces, self inter- 
est, to aid us in upholding the value 
of silver as money.'1 A word as to 
the Uresham law. 
Sir Thomas 


Gresham never taught that if the 
entire bulk of pure bullion of the one 
metal, whether silver or gold, should 
fall in value relatively to the other, 
such a fact would tend to the export- 
ation of the metal of higher bullion 
value. He did state, and truly, that 
part of the gold or silver coins of a 
given denomination were adulterated 
or made cheaper than the rest by the 
extraction of part of their true metal 
and tbe substitution of alloy therefor; 
the more alloyed coins would, if they 
succeeded in circulating at par, cause 
the melting or exportation of the 
pure. Jevons in "Money and the 
Mechanism of Exchange," page 72, 
says, "Gresham's remarks concerning 
the inability of good money to drive 
out bad, only referred to moneys of 
one kind of metal." 
Hence 
the 


Gresbam law does not apply when we 
are treating of gold and silver. 
As 


there would be no other country in 
which the fall in bullion value would 
not be tbe same as in this, obviously 
the coin of dearer metal would have 
no motive to flee to another market 
since it could not gain in value by 
doing so. Hence, it seems to me that 
a permanent loss to this country of 
gold as a result of the re-establish- 
ment of the bimetallic standard is 
not among the remote possibilities. 
On this point the New York Sun, a 
gold standard paper supporting Mc- 
Klnley, says, "The idea has been 
promulgated, and we regret to see as 
has been adopted by McKlnlcy, that 
the flrst eilect of unlimited silver 
coinage would be to cause a contrac- 
tion of the currency by driving out of 
the country the §500,000,000 we now 
have." This is a delusion. No such 
sum of gold as $500,000,000 could be 
obtained here lor export. 
California 


and other Pacific Slates may possibly 
have in circulation $25,000,000, and 
that they would keep. The banks, 
national 
and 
state, 
and 
the 


United States treasury, have per- 
haps altogether $250,000,000 more, 
and that they too would keep. What- 
ever gold there is besides this is 
hoarded away and unavailable. There 
are lots of other errors current in re- 
gard to silver, but these are all we 
care to demolish at present. If any 
one wishes to verify this, they are re- 
ferred to the issue of The Sun of Sept. 
30, 1890.

Rev. Chart*- W. Weodte of the First 


Unitarian church of OakJawd, Cat, has 
created no little senafttkm by declaring 
that hopeless Invalids, suffering untold 
agenle* from Incurable disease, should be 
put to death rather than bar* their misery 
prolonged by medical aatenee. He put for- 
ward this theory In a reeeot sermon, and 
cot only were the members of Us congre- 
gation startled, but a widespread discus- 
sion was begun, which has become most 
Interesting. 


The Rev. Dr. Wendte has not previously 


posed as a sensationalist in the pulpit, but 
he has been recognized as a man of ad 
vonced thought, and it Is believed, an he 
soys, that he did not make the statement 
rashly or hastily, but only after yean of 
deliberation. 


"When a human being who Is suffering 


excruciating pain," he says, "and wools 
beyond all medical or surgical aid, whose 
recovery IB hopeless, desires to have hia 
Bufferings ended, and his family coincides 
with his wishes, then, I say, it Is .merciful 
and it Is right to put an end to life. 


"Civilized man has always assumed the 


right to put to death his fellow man In the 
Interests of law and order. Why, then, 
should he not exercise the same right In 
the interests ol humanity?" 


Dr. Wendte has a plan, too, by which 


his theory might be put into practice. He 
would have a commission of eight persons 
of high character and unassailable rep 
utation appointed by the governor of the 
state, four members of the commission to 
be physicians of the highest standing and 
the others to be the district attorney, the 
chairman of the health board and two pub- 
lic spirited citizens of pronounced humane 
tendencies. Before the death remedy could 
be applied Dr. Wendte thinks that the suf- 
ferer himself should first appeal to the

commission with the consent of his family. 


Then the case should be thoroughly inves- 
tigated by the oomiulmlon, the physicians 
satisfied that every known remedy had 
been tried, that the case was absolutely In- 
curable and that the patient sufTurod Intol- 
erable pain.

•how that they a«tsd tram none but hu- 
mane motive* and then, after all those 
points, bad been settled to tbe satisfaction 
of the commission, it should be empowered 
to gently and humanely put an end to the 
misery of the afflicted person. So far It 
seems that public sentiment does not 
strongly favor Dr. Wendto's scheme.

SONS OF KENTUCKY. 


MANY POINTS OF RESEMBLANCE IM 


PALMER AND BUCKNER. 


At* Old Me» and Old ••Ussra. *

There are many point* of reeemblanoe 


about the careers of John MoAuley 
Palmer and Simon Bolivar Bnokner, 
the presidential candidates of the new 
National Democratic party. Both are 
sont of old Kentucky. Each bean the 
title of general, although Palmer fought 
on the Union side and Buokner with 
the Confederates. They are both lawyer*. 
Each has been governor of a state, and 
each is well on in the seventies, at an 
age when most men are out of political 
life. 


Mr. Palmer was bora at Eagle Greek, 


Scott county, Kjr., on Sept 18, 1817, 
and when 14 yean old hia parents re- 
moved to Madison county, 111. When 
be was 18, he entered Alton college, 
now known a* Shnrtleff college, but 
waa obliged to leave at the end of the 
first year because of lack of funds. Then 
he taught school and read law for a 
number of years. He waa admitted to 
the bar in 1839 and rose in hia profes- 
sion BO rapidly that iii 1843 he became 
Judge Palmer. From that time until 
the beginning of the civil war he was 
active in politics, but at the first call 
for volunteers he enlisted and was 
elected colonel of the Fourteenth regi- 
ment, Illinois infantry. 


His war record is a long and honora- 


ble one. After taking part in several

prominent engagements he was pro- 
moted in 1862 to major general of vol- 
unteers, and a year later was put in 
command of the Fourteenth army corps. 


For more than, half a century Mr. 


Palmer has been an active and promi- 
nent figure in national politics. A con- 
temporary of Stephen A. Douglas and 
Abraham Lincoln, he has outlived tb.em 
many years. Originally a Jeffersonian 
Democrat, he left his party to assist in 
the founding of the Republican party, 
and later returned to his first choice. 


His political career was begun before 


the war. In 1852 he waa elected as a 
Democrat to the state senate of Illinois. 
He held his seat until 1856, when he 
quarreled with the party leaders and 
resigned his seat. Then he cast his lot 
with the Republicans for a time, and 
that same year was made president of 
their state convention. He was sent as 
a delegate to the Republican national 
convention at Philadelphia and helped 
Fremont for president. In 1859 the Re- 
publicans nominated him for congress, 
but he was defeated. A year later he 
was one of the electors who made Lin- 
coln president. In 1868 he was elected 
governor as a Republican. After serving 
four years he left the Republican party 
and supported Greeley for president. In 
1876 he was prominently mentioned at 
the St. Louis Democratic convention for 
the presidency as a "hard money" man 
in opposition to the greenback candi- 
date, but ho did not receive the nomi- 
nation. From that time on he led his 
party in several hard fought campaigns. 
Three times he was the Democratic can- 
didate for senator from Illinois, but 
each time was defeated. Finally, in 
1890, he was elected after a long dead- 
lock in the legislature. His term will 
expire March 8. 


Mr. Bnckner, the vice presidential 


candidate, waa born in Hart county, 
Ky., April 1, 1823. He was graduated 
at West Point and saw active service in 
the Mexican war while still a youth, 
being slightly wounded at Gherabnsco. 
He resigned from the army in 1855, and 
after living awhile in Chicago and then 
in Nashville settled in Louisville. When 
the war broke out, he accepted a briga- 
dier general's commission in the Con- 
federate army. He served throughout 
hostilities, being twice captured—once 
at Fort Donelson, where General Grant

won his first important victory, and 
again at Baton Rouge, in 1SC3. He r«- 
;irc-tl with thf rank of lieutf-nant gen- 
eral. After the war he returned to Ken- 
tucky and settled down on his exlcnqive 
plantation. He was elected governor of 
the state in 1887, and since the clone <if 
his executive term ha^ teen living in 
retirement on his broad acre? in Hart 
oomBty.

DEAD IN THE WOODS. 


John Donda, St., (Joes Away from Borne 


and !• .round Dead a few 


Hour* Thereafter. 


For twenty years John Donda, Sr., 


has resided in this city, most of the 
time at 929 N. Second street, and was 
one of our best known Polish resid- 
ents. Although 78 years of age, be 
continued to work most of the time 
and was never more satisfied than 
when employed. 
During the past 


summer he had worked now and then 
on the streets, and was a very active 
man for one of his years. 
Of 


late, however, be had been subject to 
heart troubles, and as a devout mem- 
ber of St. Jfeter's church, the burning 
of that structure, Sunday afternoon, 
gave him a severe shock, so much so 
that be was hardly able to be about 
on Monday. Tuesday morning be felt 
better, and insisted on going Into the 
woods for the purpose of cutting some 
wood. This was about 9 o'clock, and 
the last seen of him alive. Hie son* 
In-law, Jacob Boerchert, bad expected 
to stop and take back a load of wood 
but not seeing anything of the old 
gentleman, came home. Mr. Donda 
not appearing at dinner time, and the 
wood lot being only about one-half 
mile away, his wife and daughter be- 
came somewhat alarmed. The wood 
was to be cut on land owned by Geo. 
Koenig, and going there at about two 
o'clock, Koenig was shocked to find 
Mr.Dondalying dead upon the ground. 
He notified Boerchert at once and the 
remains were placed upon a wagon 
and brought home. Dr. Bood was 
summoned, but it was too late, life 
having fled several 
hours before. 


There is a mark upon one side of bis 
forehead, indicating that the deceased 
fell upon some hard substance and 
probably struggled somewhat before 
becoming unconscious, and this was 
indicated by the position the remains 
were found in. He had not used his 
ax after arriving in the woods and 
must have expired as early as 10 
o'clock. 


The deceased was a native of 


Prussia Poland and came to this 
country 23 years ago, locating at 
Princeton. For 20 years he had lived 
in Stevens Point. lie leaves an aged 
wife, one son, John Donda, Jr., of 
Chicago, and two daughters, Mrs. 
Ambrose Preis, of Chicago, and Mrs. 
Jacob Boerchardt, of this city. The' 
son and daughter arrived from Chi- 
cago this forenoon, and Mr. Preis and 
Mrs. Donda will be here tonight. 


The funeral will take place at 9i 


o'clock tomorrow morning. Services 
will be held at St. Peter's parochial 
school, which is now being fitted up 
and will be used to hold the regular 
services until a new building is 
erected.
